EJACULATORY PRAYERS 


St. Francis de Sales asserted agains "Nothing dise 
poses the soul so well for intimate union with God as fre- 
quent ejaculatory. prayers. Let us begin no action 
without thus offering it to the Lord; whatever be our 
occupation, let us not spend even a quarter of an 
hour without raising our hearts to God by some fervent | 
aspiration. Let us also profit, as much as possible, 
by every leisure moment to unite ourselves to God, as, 
when we are going from place to place, or when we are E 
confined to bed by sickness.” 


LIVING IN GOD'S -SRESENCE € -- 


On this subject Father Chaminade explaineds "It 
is admitted as a principle that he who does not endeavor 
to live in God's presence will never be a man of mental 
prayer, We strangely deceive ourselves in believing 
that it suffices to make, in a routine manner, acts of 
faith, adoration, humility, and contrition, before enter- 
ing upon the subject of mental prayer. Such perfunctory 
acts have no meaning and do not in the least establish 
recollection, brt leave the soul open to distractions 
and dissipation," 


PROXIMATE PREPARATION 


As the hour for mental prayer approaches, ponder 
over the subject of the audience and make your final 
arrangements, To think of nothing in advance would be 
exposing yourself to appear before God without knowing 
what to say or what to do--in a word, as a man who tempts 
God. “Ante orationem praepara animam tuam, et noli 
esse quase homo qui tentat Deum: Before prayer, prepare 
thy soul, and be not like a man who tempts God" (Eccl, 
XVIII, 23). Here, again, faith and the simplest con- 
ventions of propriety require, besides greater recollec- 
tion at the approach of mental prayer: 1. the selection 
of the subject; 2, the exactitude at the hour and 
place of meeting.. 


SELECTION OF THE SUBJECT 


The selection of the subject varies according to 
the fruit or result that you wish to derive from your 
meditation, It is made in the evening for the medita- 
tion of the next morning, and for the evening meditation 
at some moment in the course of the day, e.g., at a 
visit to the Blessed Sacrament or at the spiritual 
reading, The important thing is to have a fixed time 
for making the choice of the subject. Sometimes you 
may use the subject chosen for the entire community and 
read by the religious charged with this duty; at other 
times you may choose a different subject suggested by 
some special condition of your soul; again you may 
revert to a subject with which you are already familiar 
through a previous meditation; lastly, your subject may 
sometimes be merely a text from some good book, In 
all this you must be guided by the end you propose to 
yourself,commonly known as the fruit of the meditation. 
It happens also at times that God directs your attention 
to a certain subject, He may speak to your hearts 
He may make a deep impression on your soul by an un- 
foreseen event, an unexpected scene, or a mere remin- 
iscence, When God speaks, it is our duty to listen, But 
He has not bound Himself to furnish us with a subject for 
the interview; we must therefore be ready to choose the 
subject ourselves.

Friend Kevin, 

Glad to hear from you - no apologies necessary... I know you 
are one more busy guy. 

I will try my best to answer your questions briefly and frankly, 
and where my own opinions are required I will state them. 

While Father has been sick, things have been in a state of dis- 
order to some degree. Our schedule has been very changeable and the 
inconsistency and uncertainty don't help much. He seems about ready 
to come back over now and take charge again, but in the meantime he 
and Joe have worked out a very firm new schedule and "plan of attack" 
which will probably take care of any such contingencies in the future, 
Because of the necessity for Father to spend much time with his corre- 
spondence and other spiritual work, Joe is going to take more complete 
charge, and Father will be limited more or less to his conferences as 
far as regular daily group contact with us (being of course available 
for individual counseling, etc., as necessary). -We are in the 2nd day 
of the new schedule now, and it seems to be working very well. The day 
is rather, full, with not much slop - this is the way Father wanted idu 
and: I think it may work out quite well. During this past three months 
we have learned a lot by trying, this and that, and through experience; 
and I think the present schedule and idea is theffruit of, that exper- 
ience, more or less, At least the present schedule is the product 
of very careful planning,-and Joe and Father worked on it for several 
days. It, incorporates. Father's thinking and experience with Joe! s 
experience with the Benedictines, and also Joe's very solid and sound 
philosophy... Previous efforts have been at most compromises with. the 
Portuguese, schedule and other conditions, but now they have more or 
less ignored those factors and made things like they really want them 
for. the.good . of, the community without so much attention to peripheral 
factors... Naturally all will be much easier when we get our own house. 

As to thefm four aims, we are not able to have Perpetual Adoration 
under.present.circumstances, It will probably: have. to.wait until, we 
add a few to our number, I believe the Bishop dows know the aims, 
but am not sure if they have been spelled out to him formally in writing. 
I know that he does approve of the program, and. the mortification has 
been approved by the Provincial, at least, and as to the Bishop.I am 
not sure, but believe he is in accord with it. Penance is part of the 
charisma of Fatima, and the Bishop is a Fátima man right down the line. 

I can say that we are not hampered by the current setup; and to 
my knowledge there is no resentment of any. of the officers. They are 
all doing such.selfless, conscientious yeoman duty, it would be diffi- 
cult to have any resentment. Joe is highly respected py all! as is 
Charles, and Bill Bessey is so conscientious and earnest, and such a 
hard worker, that I càn only look at him in awe, and wonder why 1 
can't have the same conscientiousness, ete. He is so well organized 
and efficient and thorough it is unbelievable, Charles Carpenter has. 
worked late into the night on eo many-occasions helping Father with 
the correspondence-- he has really been overworked, and has also done 
some teaching of English to the Fathers and the boys. Father uses Joe 
for a lot of "diplomatic missions" -— and he has made so many valuable 
contacts and makes such a good.impression. He is invaluable also due 
to his command of the Portuguese language. [A3 P6? 

As to obedience, there has been quite a lot of murmuring. about 
some of the harder aspects of the schedule, but in the-final analysis 
everyone buckles down and cooperates: Father is pretty strong-on obe- 
dience, and everyone knows this. | 

For my part, I have hit a few snags in my own, disposition: to the 
whole thing. Each person has different requirements or spiritual needs, 
and the community life is a constant sacrifice, I had decided that the 
community life was not for me after all, and was prepared to leave, 
but Joe and Father discussed the matter and worked out a plan which may

Dear Mr, & Mrs, Maguire, 


After conferring with Bros, Joe Langford and Bill Bessey, in 
their capacities as President and Treasurer of our group, I shall 
attempt to make a satisfactory reply to your letter in my capacity 
as official correspondent. 

First, I want you to know how much we all appreciate your won~ 
derful interest and your intentions in this matter. We feel most 
humbly grateful and absolutely unworthy, but knowing that it is for 
Our Lord and his work, we accept in His name. l 

There are many angles to consider in what you propose, First, 
you and all of us know the situation with reference to the dollar, and 
there is the possibility that it will get worse. On the other hand, 

is also possible that it might improve, though this would not seem‏ و 
ikely.‏ 

Second, consideration must be given to the situation with regard 
to Portuguese currency, and to the security of funds deposited here. 

We know that the Communists have designs on Portugal; more particu- 
larly the Portuguese ¢olonies in Africa. They consider Portugal "One 
of the weakest links of the imperialist chain." On the other side of 
the coin, we know that Portugal has a sort of special protection, due 
to its devotion to fhe Blessed Mother, and the prayer and sacrifice 
of its people. d 

We do not feel competent nor disposed to advise you as to whether 
or whether not ty undertake what you have outlined. All we can say is 
that you know the risk;/you know your own financial situation; and you 
know your own hearts. “We are aware of the widespread feeling of uncer- 
tainty in the U.S., amd of the possibility of revolution or similar 
upheavals; and there is certainly a very practical aspect to consider 
as regards the transferring of funds to a country which seems more 
secure, / 

You can probably easily see why we are hesitant to either totally 
encourage or discourage what you are contemplating. We can assure you, 
however, that whatever your decision is, we will be 100% behind you, 
and will help in Whatever way we can.

I think there is no question about that, 
without even talking to Father about it... I'm. sure he would agree, 

Ola for your Portuguese classes-- I have word from Chris and Douglas 
about them, The boys here feel that probably you will know the language 
» better than we. It is very discouraging to me personally that practically 

all our earlier efforts at majoring on the language have been discontinued, 
and they plan to give us an intensive year of language. after our year of 
novitiate, before we start school. So we are left without much time for 
Study, and our contact with the Portuguese boys is much less now with our 
new and independent schedule, so we do not attend prayers, Mass, etc, with 
them any more, And Portuguese is not spoken very much among us -- we just 
do not have that command of the language (aside from Joe, Charles and Rob) 
The Portuguese boys mostly speak to us in English (since they have been 
studying it for as much as 5 years, and like to practice it, and it is 
really traumatié trying to communicate with us in Portuguese. It isa long 
row to hoe to master the verb conjugations, on which mastery of the language 
pretty much depends, à 

One word of caution about your Portuguese classes -- you aresstudying 
from & Brazilian Portuguese book, and there are certain basic differences 
which presumably your professor can explain to you., e.g., the Portuguese 
do not use "voce" for the second person, but "tu" or the third person 
form, like "o senhor", And the greeting "Como vai?" is not used here... 
rather X "Como esta?" Still, even considering the differences, it is bound 
to do you a great deal of good, and I just think you should be aware of 
the differences, which are apparently more consequential than they seem on 
the surface, since the language itself is fairly difficult at best. 

Your idea of the Sodality sounds great, and. I think something like that 
is necessary. As to getting help from Chris, etc," on correspondence, 
more power to you... the more the better. You have to get something going 
which is not a monster and not all yourg eggs in one basket, so the matter 
of turning it over when you leave can be done in an orderly fashion, hope- 
fully to a team of people. It should always be that way. 

Winter weather is here -- rain and wind one day, and wind and rain the 
next, Perhaps 10 minutes of sunshine, then here it comes again... . 

Kevin, I feel that you need to know what is really going on behind the 
Scenes as well as I know it.. and Joe has told me that I should tell you 
‘the story like it is. All that I am asking is that you guard whatever I 


tell you very prudently, so as not to damage the apparatus, or cause any 
panic or any undue worry over there. You can be the judge of what and when 
I am sure, 

First, Father's plan is to stay here permanently, as near as I can tell, 
Without alarming you, he has had considerable physical reverses, and has 
been more seriously ill at times than we have let anyone know, He has been 
out of the house here for a number of weeks now, in order to be in a warmer 
environment and more convenient, and to be well cared for. He is at Casa 
de Azinheira, the house which he hopes to buy for the Sisters. The people 
who own it (it is actually a boarding house) are very gracious, aristo- 
cratic old line people (formerly very wealthy), and they have taken us all 
in like we were their family. He gives Mass there every day at noon, 

They are a very influential family, and a son-in-law is professor of 
philosophy at the University in Lisbon andx very prominent. Father feels 
that he is not physically up to the demands and thex grind back in Los 
Angeles; that it would be virtually suicide to go back. People do not . 
realize the demands they make on him-- too much for one man (or superman). 
second, there are many problems with bringing the Sisters over here. 
We have been informed that the Bishop's advisors have turned down Father's 
request, and will not allow them to come here, This is by no means a 
closed issue, however, as Father has all of us praying and sacrificing, 
and Joe busy on the diplomatic side-- which means there is still much hope, 
The Bishop himself is one story, but his advisors another, He himself is 
a great man spiritually, but a rather weak man insofar as exercising his 
authority, I understand. | 

Well} I must get on to other correspondence. I know I can never. answer. 
all your questions satisfactorily, but I will do my best and keep plugging 
away. You recognize, of course, that I sometimes inject opinions, but 


they are for the most part pretty carefully considered. We have been fight- _ 


ing many battles. It seems we have a great defeat followed by an equally 
great victory. We had an all night vigil Friday night, and I think they 
plan to have it possibly weekly. It wasn't nearly as rough as I thought 
it would be, but we did have some heat in the Chapel (at St. Vincent de 
Paul Sisters). A number of them joined us in the vigil; in fact, it was 
initiated by the lay people who are our friends here.

The Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration 


The great apostle of the nineteenth century, Saint Arithony 
lary Claret, was supernaturally gifted with many graces. Above 
all, with a threefold charisma: zeal for souls, devotion to the 
Most Blessed Sacrament, and devotion to the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary. On February 9, 1972, began in Fatima a new Congregation, 
whose full title is Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration of the 
Most Blessed Sacrament and Perpetual Veneration of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary. Fr. Aloysius Ellacuria, C.M.F., is the founder. 
This new Congregation has Saint Anthony Mary Claret as its 
exemplar. Its aim is to imitate Saint Anthony Mary Claret in his 
zeal for souls, in his seraphic devotion to the Most Blessed 
Sacrament, and in his perfect filial love to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary. Let us explain how the Missionaries of Perpetual 
Adoration are going to fulfill these three aims. 


I. The first aim of this Congregation will be as Missionaries. 
It will be by recalling, at least hourly, the fourth word of 
Our Lord from the Cross: "Sitio!" "I thirst!" Let the 
Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration renew their apostolic 
zeal on behalf of all souls, a) by praying for the suffering 
souls in Purgatory; b) for the perseverance and greater 
sanctification of the just; c) for the conversion of sinners; 

a for all those sick, either physically or mentally; 

e) for the persecuted and imprisoned; f) for those tempted 

or in any peril of body and souls g) for all those in any 

Spiritual or temporal affliction; h) and above all, for the 

salvation of all people in their last agony and about to die 

that day, so that they may all be saved. It is this last 
item that will be a special charisma that God will give to 
all those wio are faithful to their vocation in this Congre- 
gation. That is, to assist, spiritually, every dying person 
with the charisma given to St. Camillus de Lellis and his 
friars. 


II.The second aim of this Congregation will be practiced by 
erpetua oration 0 e Mos essed Sacrament. 
Particularly, for each member to call to mind, daily and 
hourly, and as devoutly as possible, the Mysteries of Holy 
Thursday: the Institution of the Holy Eucharist, of the 
Holy Priesthood, and of the New Commandment of Brotherly Love. 


III.The third aim of this Congregation will be the Perpetual 
Veneration of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. Particularly, 
by re-enacting interiorly, at least once an hour, the third 
words of Our Lord from the Cross: "Behold thy son; behold 
thy Mother," in renewing their thorough filial consecration 
to the Immaculate Heart of Our Blessed Mother. 


These three points find their fulfillment in making the 
members of this new Congregation the apostles of the entire 
message of Our Blessed Mother at Fatima.

Each one of the members of this new Congregation, 
whether priests, clerics or bothers, have every day, at least, 
three hours of adoration before the Most Blessed Sacrament. 
Because of it, they blend their missionary life with the life 
of contemplation. Though a completely independent Congregation 
from the Claretian Fathers, they wish to emulate them in their 
enthusiastic attachment to their glorious Founder, Saint Anthony 
Mary Claret, and to all his asceticism and all of his ideals, 
expressed in the motto of his episcopal coat-of-arms: 
"Caritas Christi urget nos." "The love of Christ presseth us 
on." 


The charisma of Fatima is two-fold: the Holy Eucharist 
and the Immaculate Heart of Mary. Here again, this new Congre- 
gation has begun in Fatima to be the missionaries of the full 
message of Fatima, particularly of this two-fold charisma: 

Saint 
Anthony Mary Claret is considered the greatest and best forerunner 
of Fatima's message. His statue is on the right-hand side of 
the main altar in the Basilica of Fatima. Through that symbolic 
Statue, Saint Anthony Mary Claret is inviting his new Sons, the 
Missionaries of Perpetual Adoration, to continue the work that 
the three young shepherds, Lúcia, Francisco and Jacinta began 
in 1917. This new Congregation intends to strive, in all its 
endeavors, to be genuine sons of the Church; to work with and 
defend the Holy Father, particularly in his infallibility; 
to go completely against the spirit of the world and its false 
maxims, This Congregation rejects any sort of liberalism, any 
undue liberty, and embraces fully the practice of every Christian 
virtue, as Saint Anthony Mary Claret. In imitatiarofthis great 
saint, their holy zeal will embrace and use every means of 
apostolic work for the salvation of all souls. 
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
